NOTE: The new issues being: receiving a bitmapped component of a Ul element in response to a sizing input that 
comprises at least one asymmetrical sizing multiplier for one or more individuated sectors of the bitmapped component as recited in 
claim 16. 

Furthermore, applicant's arguments filed 12/9/05 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argued the following: 

(a) The examiner is employing 20/20 hindsight reasoning. 

(b) The indicated passage does not disclose choosing a second component of the Ul element from a library of second 
components. 

The examiner disagrees for the following reasons: 

Per (a), in response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight 
reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight 
reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed 
invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper See 
In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971).
